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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the papers filed 6/16/09. 
Claims 21-26 and 28-32 are under examination. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 Maintained 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21-26, 28-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Rossow et al. in view of Moormann et al. (J of V 1 996 Vol 70, No 2, pages 763-770 
from IDS). 

Applicant argues that full length clones greater than 15kb were not produced by 
the prior art. Applicant argues the two cited references and their teachings and refers to 
the asserted problems of the prior art as outlined in the specification (page 3). 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and not found persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments about the cited prior art and the examiner's response have 
been discussed in prior actions. The claims are drawn to full length clones, a product. 
As discussed before the prior art teaches the need for full length clones. Applicant has 
not argued or shown that making full length clones is not the same as "infectious 
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clones". Applicant is arguing that the prior art does not teach the method steps used to 
make the recombinant virus as disclosed in the specification but the claims are drawn to 
a full length clone, not a method. 

Applicant has added "limitations" to the claims that are "intended use" and do not 
change the claimed product. 

Applicant's arguments over the meaning of the limitations would possibly be 
persuasive if the claims were drawn to a method comprising those steps. 

The rejection is maintained. 

Rejections Necessitated By Amendment 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 28-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The claims recite specific cell types and a sequence. 

Applicant points to pages 18-21 of the specification for support. 
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The examiner has reviewed the cited passages but not found support 
commensurate with the claims. 

The support found refers to LV, a European strain, not North American virus or 
the virus deposited as VR-2332. 

Elsewhere in the specification, the examiner cannot find sequence support for 
SEQ ID# 19 being on the end of the deposited virus or that the North American virus 
infects or does not infect the recited cell types. 

Applicant is requested to point out the support for the newly added limitations. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Applicant amends the claim to be directed to a "co-culture" but 
the claim requires only a transfected cell comprising the transfected nucleic acid or is 
the transfected cell part of the newly added intended use clause of "for the production of 
an infectious RNA molecule" and those elements not required. It is not clear what 
constitutes the "co-culture".
